RESTRICTIVE COVENANT

CONSIDERATION: Ten and No/100 Dollars (SI0.00) and other good and valuable
consideration paid by the City of Austin to the Owner, the receipt and
sufficiency of which is acknowledged.

PROPERTY: A 43.125 acre tract of land, more or less, out of the Santiago Dei Vallc
Grant Survey, Travis County, the tract of land being more par t icular ly
described by metes and bounds in Exhibit "A" attached and incorporated
into this covenant.

WHEREAS, the Owner (whether one or more), of the Properly and the City of Aus t in
have agreed that the Property should be impressed wi th certain covenants and restrictions;

NOW, THEREFORE, it is declared tha t the Owner of the Property, for the consideration,
shall hold, sell and convey the Property, subject to the following covenants and restrictions
impressed upon the Properly by th is res t r ic t ive covenant ("Agreement"). These covenants and
restrictions shall run with the land, and shall be binding on the Owner of the Property, its heirs,
successors, and assigns.

1. Provided that the Property is developed or otherwise used as a residential project in
accordance with Ordinance No. ________ passed and approved by the City of Aust in City
Council in connection with Zoning Case No. C14-2010-OI74, the Owner agrees to provide the
following on the Property as described below:

a) One access gate shall be installed to provide bicycle/pedestrian access to Old San
Antonio Road from the Property located adjacent to Old San Antonio Road
("Bicycle/Pedestrian Access Gale").

b) One sidewalk sha l l be installed adjacent to a private drive to be constructed on the
Property lo connect FM 1626 and Onion Creek Parkway ("Interconnect
Sidewalk").

c) The Bicycle/Pedestrian Access Gate shall be a maximum of six feet and a
m i n i m u m of four feet wide, and the Interconnect Sidewalk shall be a maximum of
five feel wide.

d) Except as otherwise provided in Section 1 of Ibis Agreement, the location,
dimensions, and materials !o be used for construction of the Bicycle/Pedestrian
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Access Gate and the Inierconnccl Sidewalk sha l lAbc at the Owner's sole
discretion.

c) Construction of the Bicycle/Pedestrian Access Gale and (he Interconnect
Sidewalk must be completed and approved by the City of Austin before a final
certificate of occupancy is issued for the last bui lding in an approved site plan for
the Property.

2. If any person or entity shall violate or attempt to violate this Agreement, it shall be lawful
for the City of Austin to prosecute proceedings at law or in equity against such person or
entity violating or attempting to violate such Agreement, to prevent the person or entity
from such actions, and to collect damages for such actions.

3. If any part of this Agreement is declared inval id , by judgment or court order, the same
shall in no way affect any of the other provisions of this Agreement, and such remaining
portion of this Agreement shall remain in full effect.

4. If at any lime the City of Austin fails to enforce this Agreement, whether or not any
violations of it are known, such failure shall not constitute a waiver or estoppel of the
right to enforce it.

5. This Agreement may be modified, amended, or terminated only by joint action of both (a)
a majority of the members of the City Council of the City of Austin, and (b) by the
owner(s) of the Property, or a portion of the Property, subject to the modification,
amendment or termination al the time of such modification, amendment or termination.
